I would lik« to offer an opdLnion more aaphatic than h±s on the poaaihilitiea of 
your bein^ used by the Dopartioeiit of DiaiAidrtuitioa, My own roportis^ days see far in 
the past, but if we were aware of these thia^ then, today, ^ know, you must be even 
■ore aware of it. The official need is that much ipr«;ater, 

Mora, I am oojivlAced this ,wa« the case In tho Martin Luther Ain^ aasasaiaation, 

I deal «»ith it in ny fortnooiidn^ book on it, FRAMH*<4JP, 1 enclosie a copy of the Publisher's 
Woakly review of it. 

With respect to those thia^p Hoch men cions, sapt^clally about Sylvia Cdlo, 1 have 
tho results of a firaly lar^ iAvestL(pUon of that aapeot, Al:.ost all is on tape, none 
made without porniaaioii, all in thex open, in ouch case witii the person InterTiowcd 
able to and invited to shut the laachln*^ off at any tlwe. I work no oihvrr ^ay and have 
no means of r'cor.inif clandestinely, 

Off-h^rfnd I ]wcall only two people who declined to poridt tapii^j. Those are Sylvia’s 
uncle, Augustin ^tart, and his son, int<^*rrvirifed si:4ultanoously in Hew Orleans in the 
late suaner of 1968, I have three interviews with Ball, all trnde while he was in the 
Los Angolaa Veterans' Hospital Just deaolished in tho earthquake. At one point you can 
hear hin clink a hidden pistol for ay bernefit, to illuatrata the fear ha had for hia 
personal safety, he l^j a very undefttjpdablu ebaraoWr, but I suspect ho had reason to bo 
afraid, as ho saw it, H© a^iiaittod the poo>lbJLlity he 1« tlio oau who w<iat tc soo Sylvia, 
fie had other Interesting tales, one boing on offer icade to him to kill J?K for $50,CXX>, 

I interviewed Larry Howard twice. The first time was in his El honte hoa^ iu 2/68, At 
the ond of this interview he puileu a -krger cut fron under th^ chair on which waa 
sitting and told ne this is what a^i^aited ins if I turned out to b»> other than represented. 
The second time wan in 10/6o, whon he took lec to Jerry Patrick Ut)i«dng'a, where I 
interviewed than together. They at that tiiae also laid out their piuna for an invasion 
ox Haiti, ^ have n^iiver tmaaoribed this tape because it will be difficult. The batteries 
went dead toward the end of it, and the speed will be way off, Ham^ng indioated ho had 
been befriended by the Odio's in Havana. Howard gave ne piccurt^s froa tholr anti-Caatre 
mercenary days that include those later involved in thti ai*reat for the attack on *%ltl, 
interviewed people in Catholic C ub an Heli^f in DttUas, Sylvia's priest, and got some 
data from the Dellas D, A,,,. I 'll bo too busy to do anything until after the first of the 
month, and I'll be away part of xhe time. But if you an. interested, drop me a note and 
the first tine I'm in Wa.^hington I'll phone you.
